Mr. McCormick 
said: 


"The adverse decision is a great 
disappointment. As I understand it is 
not based on actual wrongs done in 
the conduct of the business of the In- 
ternational Harvester company, but on 
the elimination of competition more 
than ten years ago between the com- 
panies whose properties were

chased by it. 


Acquits Company. 
"The adverse opinion acquits the 
company and its officers and directors 
of the charges of 
over-capitalizing

practices. 
"It does not sustain

LARGER INCOME TAX 


FROM CORPORATIONS 
THIS YEAR-HAUGEN 


Chairman of the State Tax Commis- 


sion Examines Some Returns. 


—Business Shows 


Prosperity. 


[SPECUL TO THE GAZETTE.] 


Madison, Wis., Aug. 
12.—Nils P. 
Haugen, 
chairman of the state tax 
commission, predicts that the amount 
of income tax collected from corpora- 
tions of the state this year will be 
greater than ever be'fore. 
The de- 
tailed figures have'not-been compiled, 
but he says that an examination of 
the'returns of a'large number of the 
corporations 
show 
that last year's 
business, upon which the tax is • as- 
sessed, was an especially prosperous 
one in some lines. 


"From the 
examination 
thus far 
made of the corporation tax lor 1913 
it would seem would be an increase 
over the tax collected before," said 
Mr. Haugen today. "The returns from 
different counties in different sections 
of the state have been examined, and 
while there has been a falling off in 
some businesses, the majority show 
an increase. 
This is especially true 
with some of the larger corporations." 
The total tax assessed against cor- 
porations last year was $2,792,605 40 
which was an increase of $407,889.10 
over the previous year. 
The amount 
collected from the corporations last 
year exceeded over twice the amount 
collected from 
individuals. 
Of the 
total amount of tax collected 70 per 
cent goes to the locality in which the 
tax is collected, 20 per . cent goes to 
the locality and 10 per cent to the 
state. 
The entire cost of collecting 
the tax is paid for by the state. This 
includes the salaries and expenses of 
the local income tax assessors. The 
total c ost of the income tax assessors 
and the work of the commission in 
collecting the tax is about $100,000. 
As the income tax assessors must do 
the work of the 
supervisors of as- 
sessment, 
which 
formerly cost up- 
wards of $50,000, it is estimated that 
the cost of collecting the income tax 
is about $50,000.

Madison, Wis., Aug. 12.—The su- 
preme court announced today-that it 
would meet on, September 15 to take 
up the regular August calendar. The 
cases on the first assignment include 
the first thirty-three cases on the cal 
endar, including case No. 6, which In 
volves the right of the trustees of the 
Stout Manual Training School to hold 
up the appropriations for that building. 
This action appears in the form of a 
mandamus to compel the trustees to 
act. The holding up of the appropria- 
tions is a part of the plan of Gov 
McGovern to withhold appropriations 
that the tax rate next year may be 
lower.

OF REDUCING FIRE 


INSURANCE RATES 


Commissioner Declares Rates Can Be 


Reduced Twenty Per Cent 


in State. 


Madison, Win., Aug. 12.—That the 


fire Insurance rates In Wisconsin can 
be reduced an average of 20 percent 
and that 'the people 
of 
Wisconsin 
have been 
overcharged 
more 
than 
$15,000,000 in the last ten years Is the 
statement of Commissioner of Insur- 
ance Ekern in a letter to the flre 
chiefs of the state today. 
He also 
points out that while throughout the 
United States the 
payment of ?100 
loss costs policyholders |185 in prem- 
iums, in Wisconsin the pollcyholders 
are charged $233 
in premiums 
for 
every $100 loss. In 1912 the charge 
was $263, and in 1913 for every $100 
paid in losses. The 1913 per capita 
loss lor the United States la $2.10, 
and for Wisconsin $1,61, -which still 
leaves room for flre prevention 
to 
bring It down to the per capita 'oss 
of Russia 89 cents, England 33 cents, 
Switzerland 15 cents, and the Neth- 
erlands 11 cents, according 
to Mr. 
Ekern's letter. 
The commissioner urges liberal sup- 


Eort to the flre departments in the 
re prevention work which already 
has so materially reduced the Wis- 
consin loss rate. 
Accompanying t'.ie 
letter Is a tabulation 
of the losses 
and premiums for all the cities and 
villages in the state for the past three 
years, showing the ratio of losses to 
premiums and to population for each 
city and village. 
The complete letter of Commission- 
er Ekern follows: 
Madison. Wis., Aug. 12, 1914. 
Dear Sir: 


A 
remarkably 
good 
showing 
Is 
made by the state of Wisconsin with 
regard to flre losses. This 
cannot 
fail to be due in large part to the ac- 
tive and efficient work of the fire de- 
peartments in making inspections to 
prevent fires. Begun 
In this state 
some time ago, it Is not required all 
over the state under the law passed 
two years ago. This work cost but 
very little In addition to the regular 
cost of the fire department, and the 
city councils and village boards can 
well afford to be liberal in making 
necessary provision 
for doing 
this 
work most thoroughly. 
The cost is 


trlflins compared with the saving In 
possible flres, and 
even 
compared 
the ordinary flres from year to year. 
Besides, as this work Is carried on 
and perfected from year to year, the 
oroperty owners will benefit Immense- 
ly in reduced fire insurance 
prp^- 
iums. In this connection, the nubile 
should be given to understand that it 
is the intention of the 
insurance de- 
partment to insist, that premiums be 
reduced accordingly, and to ask for 
the necessary legislation which will 
brine this about. 
The three years' figures for the 
eight largest cities in the state are 
as follows: 


and in 1913 $294 for each $100 paid for 
losses. It thus appears tnat, 
com- 
paring a ratio of 64% for the United 
States with 43% for Wisconsin, the 
premiums 
charged 
in 
Wisconsin 
should be about 80% of the present 
rate. In other words, on the ten year 
average, the people of Wisconsin we 
entitled to an average reduction ID 
flre premiums of 20%. This means 
that the people of Wisconsin have 
been overcharged more than flo.OOO,- 
000 during the past ten years. 
There ft no doubt that the most 
profitable business to the companies 
is the dwelling house and other small 
properties, and that the largest re- 
duction 
should 
be made on these 
classes of property. 
The per capita loss for the United 
States for 1913 Is $2.10 while that 
for the state of Wisconsin Is $1.61. 
However, there Is enough room for 
flre prevention 
work in that the per 
capita loss 
in foreign 
countries Is 
only a small proportion of even the 
small loss In Wisconsin. 
Thus the 
per capita loss for 1913 In Russia was 
S9c, France 49c, England 33o, Ireland 
28c, 
Austria and Italy 25c, Norway 


22c, 
Switzerland 15, and the Nether- 


lands lie, 
•To say that this is due to a differ- 
ence in construction will not hold as 
to Switzerland, Norway or Russia, In 
Germany the large cities have grown 
faster than ours.. Only a small part 
of the flres start from defective con- 
struction. The great cause la care- 
lessness. This is by Inspections. A 
flre prevented 
is a loss saved. An 
Inspection is not so spectacular as «i 
flre run but it costs less and It may 
be worth more. 
The fire departments of the state 
are entitled to great credit for the 
way in which they have taken hold 
of 
inspections, generally 
without 
increase In the force or increase In 
pay.

awaiting transportation facilities to 
Europe. ' The process of exportation 
will be slow necessarily. Meanwhile 
all commodities-from which edibles 
are made are more abundant than 
ever and, Instead of being dear, should 
become cheaper, especially flour. The 
largest potato crop in the history of 
the country is estimated by the gov- 
ernment. 
"Importations from Europe of food 


have been few in variety and most 
all of luxurious character. They are 
as 
dispensable as 
is champagne. 


Practically the only necessities are 
rice and tea, and these come from the 
Orient, via the Pacific coast, and are 
not endangered transportationwise by 
the war. The delicacies derived most- 
ly from France and Germany are as a 
rule high-priced. The average Ameri- 
can can do without them.
